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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1 , 10, 13 and 1 4 are allowed. 

Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: In response 
to the pre-brief appeal conference decision filed 2/10/201 1 the application was found 
allowable. The closest prior art Antoni-Zimmermann et al. (US 2003/0199490) teaches 
choosing from various compounds to formulate a composition comprising DDAC and 
imazalil. However, there is no motivation provided to optimize the ratio of DDAC and 
imazalil to the ratio of 1 :50 to 2:1 . Applicant's showing of unexpected results have 
overcome the rejection.
